How to Pot a Bulb, 
M 


ANY women do not ha've euc- 


cesV with bulb culture because 
they start wrong.; No matter 


what the quality of your bulbs if they 
are potted badly they will not thrive... 


Good drainage, plenty of sand, no ma- 


nure, and the right depth of the'bulb, 
below the surface should five success 
•vert to the beginner. 


r»o not make the mistake of putting 


bulbs In jardlnleree; nothing is better 
thai) the porous earthen pans or flower 
pot* that have b»«n used for years, 


Over -the belt In the bottom put a 


curved piece of broken pot to keep the 
earth from clogging the.hole. It mu« 
not be »o tight that the txctm of water 
cannot drain off. 
. 


Then put a layer of broken not*, or 


•mail stone, or bits 'of broken bottle*. 
This should be about an inch deep. 


Th* soil may be put directly on the 


dramare maUrial. but It M better to 
use a yiln layer of sphagnum moss first. 
This retains the moisture and make* re- 
sults lew fatal If the, plants must be 
neglected for several days, 


" Ordinary potting soil Is used for the 
depth of two inches, and on it Is put a 
thin layer of coarce sand, on which the 
bulbs can rest without fear of water 
getting stagnant at their base. 


Set the bulbs rather firmly at the
